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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1971 

What  do  you  say  after  35  years  of  police  work  in  a  small  town. 
With  a  population  increase  from  three  hundred  to  two  thousand  persons. 
One  tarred  road  to  subdivisions,  apartment  houses,  trailer  parks,  and 
three  hundred  dogs.  From  a  few  cars  and  trucks  to  many  families  with 
two  cars,  minibikes,  motorcycles,  and  snow  mobiles.  From  many  farms 
with  dairy  cattle,  to  a  few  farms  growing  produce.  A  few  people 
working  out  of  town,  to  a  majority  in  many  different  cities  and  places 
of  employment.  A  town  that  sees  a  morning  rush  to  work  on  its  two 
liighways  and  a  returning  one  in  the  late  afternoon,  with  a  smaller 
number  working  the  second  shift  and  some  even  the  late  one.  Where 
once  you  were  called  out  late  at  night  once  in  a  great  while,  to  now 
when  you  hope  you  will  get  a  nights  unbroken  sleep.  From  a  time  when 
the  teenager  was  lucky  enough  to  get  the  family  car  several  times  a  year, 
to  now  with  many  having  their  own  car  at  sixteen.  A  new  way  of  Hfe,  a 
changing  world  with  great  advances  in  so  many  fields  of  endeavor,  and 
yet  one  of  new  problems  and  crises. 

The  telephone  answering  service  has  been  very  satisfactory.  Not 
only  with  persons  having  an  emergency,  but  the  fact  that  persons  calling 
have  been  able  to  have  their  calls  returned.  Where  immediate  attention 
has  been  necessary,  the  Kelley  Answering  Service  has  the  names  and 
telephone  numbers  to  make  contact.  I  know  that  we  have  felt  more  at 
ease  when  away,  knowing  that  we  have  this  service. 

Beginning  in  1972,  a  training  program  sponsored  by  the  Hills- 
borough Sheriffs  Department  has  been  inaugurated.  This  will  cover  all 
phases  of  police  work  and  will  be  conducted  one  evening  a  week  for  six 
months.  Many  of  our  men  are  taking  advantage  of  this  program.  This  is 
something  that  has  been  needed,  where  our  personnel  is  part  time,  giving 
them  their  working  hours.  The  Crime  Commission  has  given  the  County 
a  grant,  funding  the  schooling  and  several  advanced  courses  are  pre- 
dicted. The  only  expense  to  us  is  for  our  note  books,  supplies  and 
travel.  Also,  a  monthly  training  session  is  held  in  Litchfield  covering 
different  phases  of  police  work  and  use  of  the  resusitator. 

I  was  thinking  a  short  time  ago  that  it  had  been  some  time  since  we 
had  been  called  on  for  oxygen,  and  then  it  happened.  A  midnight  call,  a 
heart  case.  Out  of  bed  into  clothes  start  up  the  cruiser,  pick  up  an 
officer,  who  Barbara  had  called.  Get  there  fast,  get  the  oxygen  going, 
call  for  the  ambulance  from  the  Nashua  Police  department,  meet  them 
on  a  main  road  to  show  them  the  way,  get  the  patient  onto  a  stretcher 
and  into  the  ambulance.  From  here  the  oxygen  is  supplied  by  a  Nashua 
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officer,  the  hospital  is  notified,  and  ready  to  take  over.  We  pack  up  the 
resusitator  and  return  home.  How  do  you  go  back  to  sleep  quickly. 

This  year  saw  a  tragedy  when  we  lost  two  citizens  by  drowning. 
Many  people  assisted  in  the  search,  sortie  of  these  people  were  strangers 
to  us,  but  by  their  assistance  have  become  friends  to  many.  The  divers 
who  came  from  out  of  town,  donating  their  time  and  ability.  The 
people  who  worked  in  the  boats  and  the  ones  who  kept  hot  food  and 
drinks  ready  for  the  searchers.  Also,  to  the  people  who  donated  their 
boats  and  equipment.  Our  thanks  to  the  other  departments  who  loaned 
equipment  and  men.  In  a  time  of  need  the  response  was  wonderful  and 
heart  warming. 

It  is  with  the  increase  in  crime  and  drug  abuse  that  we  must 
keep  abreast.  This  past  year  saw  a  car  stolen  from  the  school  yard 
during  school  sessons.  A  car  that  had  a  locked  ignition.  Done  so  quickly 
and  openly,  that  until  school  was  dismissed  that  it  was  not  discovered. 
We  wonder  how  many  unlocked  vehicles  are  left  in  dooryards  over 
night.  Another  vehicle  was  taken  from  a  garage  connected  to  the  house. 
Burglary  has  increased  and  this  another  crime  that  is  committed  many 
times  during  daylight  and  working  hours.  Often  being  done  openly  and 
thus  avoiding  suspicion.  Strange  vehicles  and  persons  should  be  reported 
if  observed  in  your  neighborhood. 

Our  accident  rate  has  been  held  without  an  increase  and  could  be 
by  the  town  cruiser  being  on  the  roads.  Most  of  our  accidents  this  year 
have  been  one  vehicle,  many  of  them  being  minor  property  damage.  A 
number  of  persons  with  minor  injuries  have  been  transported  to 
hospitals  in  our  cruiser.  It  becomes  more  important  that  when  you  call 
for  assistance  that  names  and  exact  locations  are  given. 

Drugs:  As  yet  a  small  problem,  parental  watchfulness  is  a  big  factor. 
We  know  that  some  of  our  young  people  have  experimented,  especially 
with  marajuarna.  Hard  drugs,  no  known  users  at  this  time.  Pushers  none 
known  of  in  town,  we  need  your  cooperation  at  all  times,  information 
will  be  treated  in  confidence.  Utensils  and  homemade  pipes  have  been 
found  in  several  areas  frequented  by  young  people.  These  areas  have 
been  kept  under  surveillance  continually.  On  two  occassions  we  have 
checked  groups  and  no  drugs  were  found. 

Part  time,  some  weeks  20  hours  or  more.  How  long  can  it  go  on? 
Court  procedures  consume  a  lot  of  time  and  a  lot  of  work  cannot  wait, 
it  has  to  be  done  regardless  of  convenience.  Many  days  the  telephone 
calls  number  10  to  20.  Some  are  for  information  and  can  be  handled 
quickly  but  some  consume  quite  a  bit  of  time.

Dogs  in  the  past  few  years  have  become  a  big  item.  From  minor 
complaints,  killing  of  pets  and  neighborhood  nuisances.  The  fact  that  a 
number  of  animals  dropped  in  town,  usually  unobserved,  create  more 
work.  With  close  to  300  dogs  and  more  people  living  in  close  contact 
with  each  other,  necessitates  good  neighborly  cooperation  regarding  pets. 
Put  yourself  in  the  neighbors  position  and  then  control  your  dog  or 
dogs  accordingly. 

Hunters  and  Snowmobiles.  It  only  takes  a  few  to  spoil  the 
enjoyment  of  many.  I  would  suggest  to  the  Fish  and  Game  Department, 
that  they  put  the  pheasants  in  non  conjested  areas  instead  of  dumping 
them  along  the  highway  as  was  done  this  past  year.  It  seems  as  though 
the  land  owners  should  be  consulted  before  the  birds  are  released 
indiscriminately  on  their  property.  As  for  snowmobiles,  the  snowmobile 
club  has  done  a  fine  job  of  policing  and  so  far  this  year  we  have  not 
had  as  many  complaints.  Land  owners  should  be  shown  courtesy  for  use 
of  their  land.  Here  again  the  Fish  and  Game  Department  should  have  a 
stronger  program,  where  much  of  the  registration  fees  go  to  this 
department. 

On  two  happy  occasions  we  assisted  other  departments.  The  first 
last  spring  when  Derry  welcomed  Astronaut  Alan  Shepard  with  a  parade. 
Derry  was  justifiably  proud  of  her  native  son,  and  I  am  sure  that  some 
of  that  pride  spread  all  over  New  Hampshire. 

The  second  occasion  was  when  Nashua  played  host  to  President 
Nixon.  Four  officers  assisted  Nashua  and  one  in  Merrimack.  The  security 
precautions  involve  a  lot  of  work.  I  sat  in  on  a  meeting  with  other  area 
chiefs  and  members  of  the  secret  service  department.  The  amount  of 
planning  necessary  and  the  number  of  personnel  needed  is  unbelievable. 
I  can  assure  you  that  in  appearance  and  conduct  our  officers  are  tops. 

In  closing  a  note  of  appreciation  to  my  wife  Barbara,  who  over  the 
years  has  taken  a  great  number  of  calls.  When  I  have  been  away  she  has 
called  and  found  officers  to  handle  the  work.  Sometimes  aiding  the 
injured  and  taking  them  to  the  hospital  herself.  Also  in  helping  to 
deliver  death  messages  and  sometimes  messages  of  a  happier  note.  And 
for  the  many  hours  of  waiting  and  wondering  when  I  have  gone  out  on 
a  call.  I  am  sure  that  every  poUce  officer's  wife  has  at  one  time  or 
another  spent  anxious  hours  at  home.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

LEST  WE  FORGET  -  IT  CAN  HAPPEN  HERE 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds  of  homes  are 
more  prevalant  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry 
hot  winds  but  25  years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that 
devastated  large  areas  of  northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes 
with  rows  of  cellarholes  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer  vacation 
home  locations.  Many  Uves  were  lost  on  that  destructive  day  of  October 
23,  1947  nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hampshire  but 
they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all 
around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of 
carefulness  with  fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection 
when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders  be  your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard  a  firebrand 
—  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The  burning  of 
household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your  town  has  rubbish  collection. 
Burning  of  grass  or  garden  Utter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden 
first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed  and  if  they 
are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  MOST  IMPORTANT  —  instruct  your  children  in  the  danger  of 
the  Ughted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or  forest  litter  is  a 
dangerous  combination  which  leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to 
tragedy. 

The  past  year  —  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control  of  fires. 
There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We  thank  those  who 
remembered  and  ask  others  to  heed  Smokey's  message.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Following  the  1971  Town  Meeting,  the  Litchfield  Conservation 
Commission  and  a  Litchfield  Recreation  Commission  were  established 
and  members  appointed  to  the  same. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  promotion  and 
development  of  the  natural  resources  and  for  the  protection  of  the 
watershed  resources  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield.  The  Commission  may 
receive  and  manage  gifts  of  money  and  property  in  the  name  of  the 
Town,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Town  Officials.  The  Commission 
may  also  acquire  by  gift,  purchase,  grant,  lease,  easements  or  otherwise 
property  or  contractual  rights  to  property  to  limit  the  future  use  of  or 
otherwise  conserve  and  properly  utilize  open  spaces  and  other  land  and 
water  areas  within  the  Town. 

This  year  the  Commission  published  two  issues  of  a  Town  News- 
letter, found  sponsors  for  two  young  people  to  attend  Spruce  Pond 
Conservation  Camp,  co-sponsored  public  information  meetings  on  waste 
disposal  and  recreation  with  the  League  of  Woman  Voters  and  the 
Recreation  Commission.  The  biggest  project  is  the  neighborhood  re- 
creation field  that  is  being  constructed  at  the  site  of  the  used  up  gravel 
pit,  off  Corning  Road.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission, the  Town  will  receive  approximately  $4,000.  in  federal  funds 
for  the  construction  of  the  field.

With  the  organization  of  the  Recreation  Commission,  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Little  League  was  assumed  from  the  Litchfield  Taxpayers 
Association.  Ralph  Kelley,  President  of  the  Little  League,  and  his 
officers,  coaches,  and  umpires  deserve  all  the  credit  for  the  development 
and  expansion  of  the  league  for  which  we  are  grateful.  Mr.  Kelley's 
report  follows. 

The  Recreation  Commission  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who  has 
helped  us  and  we  feel  a  lot  has  been  accomplished  for  the  first  year. 
However,  we  are  confident  that  much  more  can  and  should  be  done  in 
future  years  to  develop  recreation  programs  for  townspeople  for  all  ages.

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MEMORIAL  DAY 

Parade  Marshall  Chief  Willis  Jewett,  USN  (Retired)  formed  the 
parade  units  at  the  Grange  Hall.

The  rifle  squad  under  the  direction  of  Chief  Jewett  fired  a  series  of 
volleys  followed  by  Taps  played  by  James  Perry,  Troop  11,  BSA.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  year  of  1971  witnessed  the  continued  rapid  expansion  of 
Litchfield,  with  two  major  sub-divisions  completed  and  four  currently  in 
process,  with  an  estimated  200  houses  to  be  built. 

The  population  forecast  prepared  by  Mr.  Max  Wolfe,  of  the  Nashua 
Regional  Planning  Commission,  estimates  that  Litchfield's  population 
growth  will  increase  148%  by  1980  and  544%  by  1990.  (A  copy  of  this 
report  is  available  in  the  Town  Library.) 

The  future  need  for  recreational  areas  in  sub-divisions  has  become 
increasingly  apparent  to  he  Planning  Board,  one  area  has  been  acquired 
(Sand  Pit),  one  area  (one  acre)  was  offered  but  was  rejected  by  the 
abutters,  and  one  area  (estimated  four  to  six  acres)  is  in  process  of 
dedication.  The  Planning  Board  will  continue  to  acquire  dedicated  land 
of  future  sub-dividers. 

Two  members  of  the  Planning  Board  have  received  completion 
certificates  for  a  twelve  class  course  given  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire 
for  Land  Sub-division  Development  and  Control.  It  is  anticipated  that 
two  additional  members  will  be  able  to  complete  the  next  course  in 
1971  if  one  is  available. 

A  major  problem  facing  the  town  is  that  of  zoning.  In  1968,  we 
requested  state  financial  assistance  for  $12,000  to  develop  a  master 
zoning  plan,  total  cost  of  which  would  have  been  $18,000.  We  were 
advised  that  the  town  must  appropriate  1/3  of  the  cost  prior  to  state 
consideration,  this  was  accompHshed  in  1969.  (Also  an  additional 
$2,000  was  appropriated  for  a  Soil  Survey,  a  prime  prerequisite  to 
zoning.)  We  formerly  applied  in  1969,  for  1970  funds,  but  were  carried 
over  to  1970  for  1971  funds  as  the  Federal  Budget  Request  had  been 
completed  prior  to  our  appropriating  our  share  in  1969.  In  1971,  we 
were  notified  by  the  State  Planning  Office,  that  no  more  funds  would 
be  available  for  town  planning  assistance,  needless  to  say,  this  was  a 
major  set  back.  In  an  effort  to  begin  zoning  (to  acquire  only  a  zoning 
map),  the  Planning  Board  is  now  requesting  that  the  $6,000  currently  in 
escrow  be  made  available  to  procure  this  service. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  town's 
people  for  their  support  during  the  past  year.  Also,  the  Planning  Board 
Chairman  wishes  to  express  his  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  many,  many  hours  required  to  review  the 
sub-divisions  and  prepare  the  new  zoning,  health,  building  and 
sub-division  regulations  book  which  is  available  from  the  Selectmen.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

The  road  projects  suggested  last  year,  and  for  which  money  was 
appropriated  at  the  1971  town  meeting,  were  completed.  The  Corning 
Road  project  was  put  out  to  bid  with  three  contractors  responding. 
Ducharme's  of  Hudson  was  the  low  bidder  and  completed  the  job.  This 
is  the  first  project  for  the  town  in  which  a  hot  bituminous  mix  with  a 
twenty-four  foot  width  pavement  has  been  used.  I  feel  this  approach 
will  prove  to  be  more  economical  and  satisfactory  for  use  on  roads  with 
anticapated  heavy  traffic. 

Page  Road,  part  of  Cutler  Road,  and  three-tenths  of  a  mile  on 
Pinecrest  Road  were  sealed  with  asphalt.  The  main  purpose  of  this 
application  of  asphalt  to  existing  road  is  to  seal  the  pavement  against 
water  and  to  prolong  the  life  of  the  road  surface.  The  T.R.A.  money 
was  spent  on  the  three-tenths  of  a  mile  of  Pinecrest  Road  on  which  a 
mix-in-place  pavement  was  applied.  This  work  was  done  with  State 
equipment. 

For  the  coming  year  I  would  suggest  that  we  continue  to  seal  some 
of  the  existing  roads.  We  also  still  have  approximately  three  miles  of 
Class  V  roads  that  should  be  widened  and  graveled.  Both  ends  of 
Pinecrest  Road  have  been  improved,  and  money  raised  for  construction 
should  be  spent  toward  the  completion  of  this  road.  We  must  remember 
that  in  the  future  more  and  more  of  our  money  is  going  to  have  to  be 
used  just  for  the  maintainance  of  our  increasing  miles  of  roads.  I  would 
like  to  see  the  final  three  miles  of  Class  V  roads  unproved  before  this 
becomes  necessary. 

A  word  of  caution: 

I  wish  that  parents  of  small  children  would  please  warn  them  to 
stay  back  away  from  the  snowbanks  when  the  snowplow  is  going 
through  their  neighborhood.  For  their  safety,  advise  them  to  go  to  he 
other  side  of  the  road  or  to  move  into  a  driveway  instead  of  standing  on 
a  snowbank.  Thank  you.

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STREET  AND  HIGHWAYS  ORDINANCE 

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

November  15,  1971 

SNOW  REMOVAL: 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  or  other 
vehicle  to  park  said  vehicle  on  a  public  way  in  said  Litchfield  between 
the  hours  of  11:00  P.M.  and  7:00  A.M.  from  November  15  to  April  15 
of  each  year  or  any  other  time  during  a  snow  storm  or  snow  removal 
operations.  Vehicles  in  violation  will  be  towed  away  at  owners  expense. 
Penalty  for  the  violation  of  such  regulations  shall  be  twenty  dollars 
($20). 

SNOW  THROWN  INTO  STREET: 

No  person  or  persons  shall  by  himself  or  his  agent  or  agents  throw, 
push,  or  put  any  snow  or  ice  into  or  across  the  right  of  way  of  any 
street,  highway  or  secondary  road  in  the  Town.  For  the  purpose  of  the 
Ordinance,  right  of  way  means  street  and  sidewalk.  Any  person  who 
shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  pay 
a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  ($20).

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Litchfield  School  District  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1971,  which  was  made  up  by  this  Division  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  District.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as 
part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  School  Board,  School  District  Treasurer  and  the  School 
Lunch  Program. 

FINANCIAL  INFORMATION 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  balance  sheets  as  of  June  30,  1970  and  June  30,  1971 
are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net  Debt  of  the 
District  decreased  by  $12,828.92,  from  $73,374.13  to  $60,545.21, 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1971. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School

Proof  of  the  Treasurer's 
balance  as  of  June  30,  1971  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Statement  of  School  Tax  Account:  (Exhibit  D) 

A  statement  of  the  School  Tax  account  with  the  Town  of  Litchfield  is 
presented  in  Exhibit  D.  As  indicated  therein,  at  June  30,  1971,  the  School 
District  had  received  from  the  Town  the  total  of  the  1970-71  School  Tax, 
the  amount  of  which  was  $189,410.44. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  E) 

A  statement  of  the  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  of  the  School 
District  as  of  June  30,  1971,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is 
contained  in  Exhibit  E. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  Uabilities) 
increased  by  $2,282.25,  from  $4,185.86  to  $6,468.11,  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1971,  as  shown  herewith:

The  provisions  of  R.S.A.  33:12  require  that  the  treasurer  of  every 
municipal  corporation  shall  keep  a  register,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission,  which  shall  disclose  certain  information  pertaining 
to  every  bond  and  note  issued  by  the  municipaUty.  The  auditors  of  this 
Division  are  required  to  inspect  this  register  whenever  an  examination  is 
made  of  the  accounts  of  a  municipality. 
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Our  examination  disclosed  that  such  register  has  not  been  maintained 
by  the  District  Treasurer.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  prescribed 
register  be  procured  and  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  as  required  by  law. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955  require  that  the 
auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal) 
shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School  District. 
Publication  of  the  Exhibit  contained  in  this  report  is  optional,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  School  Board. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Litchfield  School  District 
and  the  office  staff  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

I  submit  this  report  after  having  served  only  several  months  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  although  I  have  served  in  the  capacity  of 
Assistant  Superintendent  for  the  past  five  years.  As  many  of  you  may 
know,  Supervisory  Union  No.  27  was  reorganized  effective  July  1st, 
1971.  The  towns  of  Bedford  and  Merrimack,  which  were  formerly  part 
of  Supervisory  Union  No.  27,  now  comprise  the  new  Supervisory  Union 
No.  26  while  the  town  of  Windham  joined  Hudson,  Pelham  and 
Litchfield  to  comprise  the  new  Supervisory  Union  No.  27.  The  new 
organizational  framework  has  tended  to  create  a  more  efficient  and 
manageable  unit.  We  now  serve  some  5,200  children  instead  of  the 
nearly  10,000  youngsters  that  comprised  the  former  Union  No.  27.  We 
are  also  geographically  more  compact  resulting  in  less  travel  time  and 
increased  services  to  all  of  the  communities  involved. 

Our  most  pressing  need,  namely  the  need  for  additional  space,  has 
been  reUeved  through  the  addition  of  the  new  building  which  will  adjoin 
the  existing  school.  The  Building  Committee  is  to  be  commended  not 
only  for  their  imaginative  thinking  as  will  be  manifest  in  the  new 
building  but  in  its  overall  foresight  in  creating  a  master  plan  for  future 
school  construction  to  accommodate  inevitable  increases  in  student 
enrollment. 

The  new  building  will  feature  a  large  open  area  equal  to  the  size  of 
four  teaching  stations.  This  area  will  allow  greater  flexibiUty  in 
instructional  techniques  with  improved  opportunities  for  individuaUzing 
the  instructional  process  through  cross-grade  grouping  and  cooperative 
teaching.  Through  the  use  of  moveable  partitions,  the  area  will  permit 
various  configurations  such  as  four  standard  classrooms,  two  standard 
rooms  and  several  small  teaching  stations,  one  large  area  that  could 
accommodate  all  of  the  primary  children  for  a  given  lesson  or  any 
number  of  similar  combinations.  The  opportunities  in  this  type  of 
instructional  space  are  limited  only  by  the  imagination  of  the  staff  itself. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  have  a  full-time  special  education 
program.  This  program  allows  us  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  those 
children  whose  academic  limitations  require  the  specialized  skill  of  a 
teacher  whose  preparation  has  been  directed  toward  their  specific  needs. 
At  this  relatively  early  point  in  the  program,  we  feel  that  those 
youngsters  involved  have  enjoyed  a  measure  of  success  that  has  not  been 
possible  under  previous  conditions.  Many  of  these  children  will 
eventually   return  to   the  mainstream  of  the  school  organization  on  a 
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full-time  basis  while  others  will  continue  to  spend  at  least  part  of  the 
day  in  regular  classroom  situations. 

As  we  look  toward  improving  the  instructional  services,  there  is  a 
growing  need  for  at  least  the  part-time  services  of  a  reading  speciaHst 
and  a  guidance  counselor.  These  positions  are  necessary  not  only  to 
meet  Minimum  Standards  as  estabUshed  by  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Board  of  Education  but  also  to  offer  the  type  of  comprehensive  services 
necessary  to  bring  all  of  our  children  to  their  maximum  potential.  The 
Reading  SpeciaHst  is  a  person  who  would  spend  part  of  his  time  working 
with  individual  children  or  small  groups  of  children  on  a  clinical  basis 
and  part  of  his  time  coordinating  the  reading  program  and  functioning 
as  a  resource  person  for  the  entire  staff.  The  guidance  program  would 
help  to 

1.  identify  each  child's  intellectual  and  personal  characteristics; 

2.  maximize  development  of  each  child's  academic  and  creative 
growth;  and 

3.  diagnose  and  provide  for  preventative  and  corrective  action  on 
any  learning  or  personality  problem. 

The  most  significant  item  in  the  annual  budget  continues  to  be 
professional  salaries.  This  is,  as  it  should  be,  since  the  teacher  is  the 
heart  and  soul  of  the  instructional  program.  Without  teachers  there 
ceases  to  be  an  instructional  program  and  without  good  teachers  the 
program  will  at  best  be  mediocre. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  stress  the  importance  of  the  home  to  the 
total  educational  program.  It  is  imperative  that  there  remain  a  clear  line 
of  communication  between  the  school  and  home  at  all  times.  Although 
specific  days  are  set  aside  for  parent-teacher  conferences,  parents  are 
encouraged  to  contact  the  school  at  any  time  that  they  have  a  question 
or  a  concern  relative  to  their  child's  progress.  Conversely,  teachers  will 
be  encouraged  to  contact  parents  when  they  feel  a  cooperative  effort  is 
necessary  to  solve  a  specific  problem. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Hassey 
and  the  entire  school  staff  for  their  unfailing  cooperation  and  the 
citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their  commitment  to  excellence  in  the  total 
educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Mr.  Dolloff: 

We  are  presently  living  in  a  society  of  rapidly  changing  dimensions. 
It  is  evident  that  children  have  entered  schools  in  the  past  few  years 
more  capable  to  begin  than  ever  before.  This  will,  no  doubt,  advance 
even  further  as  the  children  of  "Sesame  Street"  and  "Electric  Company" 
enter  into  our  schools. 

This,  in  turn,  provides  a  real  challenge  to  education  and  to  the 
educators  of  our  time.  We  can  no  longer  be  satisfied  with  the  old  adage 
that  all  children  enter  school  with  the  same  capabilities.  This  becomes  as 
absurd  as  saying  that  all  first  graders  should  be  the  same  height  (38"), 
the  same  weight  (45  lbs.),  and  wear  the  same  shoe  size  (IVi). 

It  is  because  of  this  that  the  graded  system  as  we  knew  it  is  now 
outdated  and  outmoded.  We  find  that  it  can  no  longer  meet  the  needs 
of  the  children  in  this  and  future  generations. 

We,  at  the  Litchfield  Public  School,  have  taken  the  initial  step  in 
achieving  a  continuous  progress  system.  During  this  past  year,  we 
initiated  a  nongraded  system  in  our  primary  wing  (1-4)  in  which 
children,  through  a  sophisticated  system  of  evaluation  have  been  placed 
at  a  level  in  which  we  feel  that  he,  or  she,  can  produce  to  his,  or  her, 
capabihties.  Although  early  in  the  system,  it  is  becoming  more  and  more 
evident  that  success  is  being  attained.  We  are  not,  however,  totally 
satisfied  so  that  many  minor  revisions  are  planned  for  next  year.  These 
revisions  will  deal  mainly  with  curricula  and  its  related  areas. 

The  town  of  Litchfield  is  taking  the  next  step  in  producing  a  better 
continuous  progress  system  with  the  construction  of  an  open  concept 
building  in  which  teachers  and  children  will  be  able  to  more  extensively 
expand  on  the  continuous  progress  concept  to  which  we  have 
committed  ourselves.  This  building  is  but  a  tool  to  attain  the  final  goals 
set  forth  by  the  school  system. 

In  the  education  of  our  children  we  have  consistently  emphasized 
that  the  "whole  child"  must  be  considered.  This  theory  is  quite  simple 
in  that  our  philosophy  is  that  the  child  is  a  human  being  subject  and 
exposed  to  the  world  around  him.  To  this,  we  must  teach  not  only  the 
famous  3  R's  but  also  respect,  love  and  knowledge  of  people.  This  is  not 
Uke  the  3  R's,  all  of  which  we  find  in  textbooks.  In  this  case  the  only 
way  to  expect  our  children  to  emulate  these  qualities  is  through  both 
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examples  set  forth  by  the  teachers,  staff  and  administration  and  also 
through  a  carry  over  in  their  homes. 

To  this  end  we  have  tried  to  place  more  emphasis  on  parent-teacher 
communications.  We  have  opened  the  school  to  the  community  and 
asked  them  to  come  in  and  see  us  and  sit  in  on  classes  if  they  wish. 

Within  this  realm  we  have  placed  more  emphasis  on  parent-teacher 
conferences.  At  this  writing,  we  have  had  one  formal  scheduled 
parent-teacher  conference  afternoon  and  evening.  On  this  day  we  had 
94.7%  of  all  the  parents  attend.  We  were  over-joyed  with  this  turnout, 
however,  our  goal  is  100%  which  we  will  be  aiming  for  in  1972-73. 
Beyond  this  we  have  had  (at  the  time  of  this  writing  ^h  year)  over  75 
post  school  conferences.  We  are  delighted  with  this  and  hope  that  they 
will  continue  to  come. 

Another  of  our  attempts  to  begin  to  get  parents  involved  is  the 
newly  formed  advisory  council  which  consists  of  parents  and  members 
of  the  various  committee  organizations  located  in  town.  Through  this 
committee,  we  hope  to  get  a  reading  of  the  pulse  of  the  community  and 
improve  the  overall  areas  in  the  school  through  suggestions  and 
discussion. 

In  the  curricula  area,  we  have  various  committees  both  in  the 
Litchfield  Public  School  and  Supervisory  Union  No.  27  working  on 
various  areas  of  improvement  so  to  offer  the  best  possible  education  to 
the  children  here  in  town.  Our  fifth  and  sixth  grade  programs  will  be 
revised  for  next  year  so  that  the  level  system  will  be  axtended  through 
grade  6.  In  our  junior  high  school  work  is  presently  being  done  to  offer 
the  children  more  in  the  area  of  vocational  training.  We  have  begun 
clubs  for  grades  5-8  in  which  the  children  meet  with  advisors  on  a 
bi-weekly  basis.  At  these  meetings  we  are  trying  to  expose  children  to 
the  various  professions  available  to  them. 

In  the  next  few  years  we  hope  to  expand  our  programs  to  meet 
minimum  standards  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  This 
would  mean  the  inclusion  of  art,  physical  education,  guidance,  music 
and  library  programs.  These  programs  are  absolutely  necessary  to 
complete  the  total  program  which  we  wish  to  offer  our  children.  With 
this  in  mind,  new  personnel  will  have  to  be  included  in  future  plans. 

To  begin  this  we  will  have  an  intramural  program  of  basketball, 
soccer,  Softball  and  possibly  gymnastics  after  school  next  year.  This  will 
be  added  to  the  present  interscholastic  program  of  baseball  which  now 
exists.  It  is  a  known  fact  that  physical  education  is  related  directly  to 
the  other  curricula  areas  for  a  healthy  child  is  naturally  a  more  alert 
child. 
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With  your  assistance  we  feel  that  we  can  attain  a  goal  of  making  the 
Litchfield  Public  School  one  of  the  best  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 

With  the  success  which  we  have  had  this  year  many  credits  must  be 
given.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their  support 
and  patience  in  this  past  year  of  change  and  growth. 

In  order  for  a  program  or  organizational  structure  to  be  successful, 
one  needs  a  hard  working  staff.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  teachers  and 
staff  here  at  the  school  for  all  they  have  done  for  the  children  of 
Litchfield,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Gleason,  Mrs.  Candace  Hale,  Mrs.  Frances 
Frappier,  Mrs.  Deanna  Stygles,  and  Mr.  Richard  Keys  for  their 
unrelenting  assistance  and  dedication,  to  the  school  board  for  their 
support,  and  to  you  and  the  central  office  for  your  guidance  and 
patience.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  Litchfield: 

We,  The  School  Board  of  Litchfield  do  hereby  commend  the 
inhabitants  on  their  outstanding  cooperation  and  contributions  in 
making  our  system  one  for  which  they  may  be  proud. 

We  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  our 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Peter  Dolloff,  Assistant  Frank  Kaffel  and  our 
principal  and  staff  on  behalf  of  our  school  system  in  bringing  about 
important  changes  in  curriculum,  philosophy  and  economic 
improvements  to  make  our  school  a  model  of  education. 

It  would  be  remiss  on  our  part  if  we  failed  to  single  out  for  praise 
the  efforts  and  contributions  of  our  Area  Planning  Committee,  Building 
Committee,  Budget  Committee  and  P.T.O. 

The  accomplishments  of  these  same  committees  on  behalf  of  the 
School  District  and  town  can  never  be  done  justice  to  on  these  pages. 
They  have  by  their  unselfish  devotion  proven  that  separately  elected  and 
appointed  bodies  can  cooperate  for  the  common  good. 

We  point  out  with  pride  that  throughout  the  year,  a  patient 
unbiased  evaluation  of  our  budget  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  School 
Board  has  brought  about  the  bringing  to  the  people  a  common  budget 
for  their  approval. 

We  wish  to  commend  also  our  custodian,  school  nurse  and  lunch 
personnel.  Their  dedication  and  conscientiousness  is  all  too  evident  for 
further  elaboration. 

We  are  now  well  into  construction  of  our  new  elementary  school. 
The  firm  of  Fenton  G.  Keyes  Associates,  Architects  and  Engineers,  have 
been  contracted  for  designing  and  writing  the  specifications  of  the 
building.  Adrien  LaBrie  has  been  awarded  the  contract  for  building  it. 
This  school  is  not  only  architecturally  designed  but  fully  engineered 
with  guaranteed  inspection  of  all  building  specifications  as  are  in  the 
conditions  of  the  contract. 

We  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the 
very  generous  gift  of  land  by  Mrs.  Grace  Paul  to  the  Litchfield  School 
District.  The  additional  land  not  only  permits  the  addition  of  our  new 
building  but  gives  us  the  necessary  acreage  to  extend  our  school 
complex  indefinitely. 

Although  we  are  presenting  to  you  for  approval  the  largest  budget 
in  town  history,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  most  of  this  is  reflected  in 
the  costs  of  equipping  and  staffing  the  new  school.  We  feel  that  it 
would  cost  as  much  or  more  if  we  were  forced  to  tuition  our  7th  and 
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8th  graders  to  another  district. 

At  this  point  we  would  particularly  like  to  commend  our  Principal, 
Mr.  William  Hassey,  on  his  extreme  dedication  to  this  position.  To  name 
a  few  of  his  accomphshments:  a  complete  reorganization  of  the  school, 
compilation  during  the  summer  of  a  comprehensive  Teacher  Workbook, 
Parental  Workbook  and  reorganization  of  school  maintenance  and 
janitorial  services.  He,  along  with  Mr.  Keyes  and  the  staff,  have 
motivated  all  the  students  to  take  extreme  pride  in  keeping  their  school 
spotless. 

This  year  we  have  initiated  a  new  program  of  continuous  progress  in 
our  primary  grades.  Through  this  organizational  technique  we  are  able  to 
individualize  our  program  or  tailer-make  it  to  the  needs  of  each 
youngster.  As  we  improve  this  program  and  extend  it  into  the  upper 
grades,  we  hope  to  estabhsh  a  continuum  enabling  each  child  to  progress 
along  in  as  smooth  and  successful  a  fashion  as  possible. 

We  have  this  past  summer  completed  repainting  all  of  our 
classrooms.  The  affect  of  this  on  the  appearance  of  the  school  and  on 
morale  of  the  pupils  and  staff  is  self-evident. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  monies  spent  in  building  maintenance  and 
repair  save  many  dollars  in  future  expenditures  by  eliminating 
"emergency  stop  gap  expenditures"  in  future  years. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Litchfield  School  System  is  one  of  continuing 
involvement  with  the  people,  we  feel  that  it  is  imperative  that  this 
continue  in  the  future  and  only  by  your  participation  is  this  assured.

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PHILOSOPHY 

The  philosophy  of  the  Litchfield  School  District  is  based  on  the  belief 
that  every  person  is  an  individual  of  dignity  and  worth,  differing  in  abilities, 
aptitudes  and  interests.  It  is  therefore  evident  that  education  is  an  active  and 
continuous  process  with  identifiable  progressive  changes  in  behavior  and 
performance.  The  active  participation  of  each  student  is  facilitated  through 
the  provision  of  guided  learning  experiences  by  the  curriculum.  The  teaching 
staff  of  the  school  is  responsible  for  implementing  and  evaluating  the 
curriculum,  which  is  a  continuing  process. 

We  further  believe  that  learning  is  promoted  when: 

1.  The  learner  is  motivated  to  question,  discover,  formulate,  communicate 
and  utilize  knowledge  and  skills  in  actual  or  simulated  relevant  situations. 

2.  It  is  reinforced  in  situations  progressing  from  simple  to  complex, 
gradually  increasing  individual  action  under  the  teacher's  guidance. 

3.  The  student  confirms  his  success  in  working  toward  a  goal  through  an 
evaluation  of  his  own  performance. 

4.  Transitions  and  expectations  are  clear  at  every  level. 

5.  School  practices,  policies  and  personnel  exemplify  this  philosophy. 

6.  The  atmosphere  is  conducive  to  learning,  with  varieties  of  materials 
and  methods  available  to  stimulate  and  maintain  interest  and  make  learning  a 
series  of  positive  experiences. 

CURRICULUM 
The  curriculum  should  foster  individual  capabilities  and  interests  in  the 
development  of: 

1.  Skills  in  communication. 

2.  Skills  in  computation. 

3.  Skills  in  problem  solving. 

4.  Manual  and  home-making  skills. 

5.  Good  habits  of  mental  and  physical  health  and  safety  practices. 

6.  Responsible  citizenship  with  respect  for  individual  rights  and  the 
environment. 

7.  Appreciation  of  our  American  heritage,  democratic  processes  and 
moral  and  spiritual  values. 

8.  Appreciation  of  the  arts,  including  crafts,  dance  of  all  kinds,  drama, 
and  design,  as  well  as  drawing  and  music. 

9.  Understanding  of  self  and  appreciation  of  worth  as  a  contributing 
member  of  society. 

10.  Recognition  of  opportunities  open  to  the  student  for  preparing 
himself  for  a  productive  life  and  with  the  ability  to  take  advantage  of  these 
opportunities. 

11.  Understanding  and  appreciation  of  persons  belonging  to  social,  cul- 
tural and  ethnic  groups  other  than  one's  own. 

The  achievement  of  these  goals  is  dependent  upon  the  active  interest  and 
participation  of  the  community  in  the  program,  effective  leadership  and 
utilization  of  the  professional  staff,  wide  use  of  community  resources  and  the 
ability  of  the  taxpayer  to  provide  financial  support.

2nd  ANNUAL  REPORT,  JANUARY  1972 
Results  of  questionnaires,  suggestions  from  informal  discussions  with 
adults  and  high  school  students,  and  studies  of  trends  in  population  were  all 
used  to  assist  the  building  committee  and  School  Board  to  determine 
educational  needs  of  the  elementary  school  children  both  in  terms  of  buildings 
and  program.  From  the  people's  ideas  and  statements  of  what  they  want  for 
the  education  of  their  children,  this  committee  compiled  Litchfield's  philo- 
sophy for  its  educational  program. 

An  88%  return  was  achieved  on  the  questionnaires.  A  very  important  gap 
was  revealed  when  a  majority  of  adults  felt  they  did  not  know  enough  about 
education  in  general  and  Litchfield's  program  in  particular  to  evaluate  it.  A 
majority  of  high  school  students  themselves  rated  their  elementary  education 
as  adequate.  Their  suggestions  for  improvement  in  order  of  frequency  were: 
science,  reading,  composition,  mathematics,  social  studies,  and  gym.  Improve- 
ments are  planned  and  are  now  being  implemented. 

Our  problems  continue  with  us  at  the  high  school  level: 

1.  Manchester  contract  for  high  school  tuition  expires  in  June. 

This  committee  recommends  negotiating  a  five  year  contract  with  two  or 
three  year  option,  pending  the  outcome  of  plans  for  a  regional  agreement 
between  Manchester  and  Litchfield  and  possibly  including  Auburn  and  Candia. 
Tuition  costs  are  the  most  reasonable  we  have  been  offered  and  the  quality  is 
at  least  as  good  as  any  available  in  the  area.  An  exclusive  contract  would 
result  in  closer  ties  between  our  school  and  theirs  for  a  better  preparation 
necessary  to  enter  high  school  on  the  same  level  with  other  incoming 
Freshmen. 

2.  Hudson  is  charging  $200  more  per  pupil  tuition.  They  are  contem- 
plating double  sessions  or  year  round  school.  This  committee  recommends 
phasing  out  of  Litchfield  tuition  students  already  enrolled  at  Alvirne,  allowing 
them  to  coritinue  there  if  they  desire  to  do  so,  to  complete  their  high  school 
education. 

3.  Pelham  is  planning  to  build  its  own  high  school.  We  maintain  an 
interest  in  developments  there,  but  chances  of  an  agreement  with  them  are 
slim  —  their  program  is  planned  only  to  meet  minimum  standards  and 
projected  tuition  costs  are  high. 

4.  Londonderry's  time  table  for  its  high  school  places  it  within  the  realm 
of  possibilities  assuming  we  have  an  interim  tuition  agreement  with  Man- 
chester. We  are  still  interested. 

5.  Merrimack  has  not  been  contacted  in  the  past  year. 

6.  Bedford  is  planning  its  high  school.  Contact  is  being  maintained  to 
keep  informed  of  developments  in  case  an  offer  should  be  forthcoming  from 
them. 

We  can't  afford  to  close  any  doors  yet.
